able teeth to increase the capacity, which I be- 
lieve will answer the very best purpose at all 
times of the year, and do away with extra ma- 
terial like kerosene and coal-tar. When fully 

tried it will be given to thé public. 

5. USE OF DESTRUCTIVE AGENTS. 

Kerosene is the most effective. It may be 
used in any of its cruder forms. In Colorado 
they used it to good ad vantage on tho water in 
their ting ditches, and it may be used any- 
where in pans or in saturated cloths stretched 
on frames, drawn over a field. A good and 
cheap pan is made of ordinary shcet-iron, eight 
feet long and eleven finches wide at the bottom, 
and turned up a foot high at the back and an 
inch at the front. A runner at each end, 
extending some distance behind, and a cord at- 
tached to each front corner, complete the pan, 


at a cost of about $1.50. 


We nave khuvewn from screen tu ten bashcls of 
young locusts caught with one such pan in an 
afternoon. It is coatly purled by two boys, and

. Heavier or longer pans to be drawn by 
horses should have transverse ,partitions to 
avoid spilling of the liquid; also more runners. 
The oil may be used alone so as just to cover 
the bottom, or on the surface of water, and the 
insects strained throuch a wire ladle. 
WHERE COAL-TAR IS USED 
a modification of the pan is employed. The di- 
vision into compartments is dispensed with: 


for this purpose, is used, it is simply turned up 
at the back about a ‘oot or fourteen inches, and 
about one inch in front. The tar is spread over 
this in a sufficient depth to cover the bottom 
well. It is then drugged ever the field by means 
of cords attached to the ends, either by hand or 
horses. When it becomes partly matted over 
with the locusts a new coat of tar is put on, and 
so on until it is necessary to remove the whole 
mass. A little coal-oll poured over the tar adds 
to its efficiency. 

Some use a platform of plank two to three 
feet broad and twelve or fourteen feet long, 
placed on runners two or three inches hich; 
sometimes with and sometimes without an ele- 
vated back. ese art drawn by horses. In 
order to economize in the use of the coal-tar, 
many persons take the scrapings from these 
machines, melt them in iron kettles, and skim 
Off the locusts that rise to the surface, thin by 
adding a little coal-oil, and use it again. 

Sundry devices for the use of both coal oil 
and coal tar have been patented, and the pat- 
entees in some instances charge an exorbitant 
and unreasonable royalty. I would advise

SAVE THEIR MONEY. 
The principle of destruction cannot be patent- 
ed, since coal oil and egal tar for the destruc- 
tion of. locusts have been used in former years, 
and éxtensively in Colorado; their use against 
insects is a publie ege and possession. 

The ar construction of the machine is 
immaterial. Farmers will thank manufactur- 
ers who sell at a decent profit, but should give 
no enco ement to those who charge thrice 
what a machine is worth because of a patent. 

PROSPECTIVE DAMAGE. 

is some ension from swarms 
from the South, and from fresh flights later in 
the season from the Northwest.

THE DECISION ON THE GAS QUESTION. 

The recent decision of Judge Daeumwonp 
of the case of Garnnison vs. The City of Chi- 
cago—involving the validity of the ten-year 
gas contracts—is one of the most important 
ever delivered in this country. It teaches 
some wholesome lessons, which all municipal 
authorities would do well to heed. 0 

It sets limits to the omnipotence which 
has heretofore been claimed by ring-maafers, 
and they are given to understand that taxes 
cannot be fixed for all time to come upon 
present and future property-owners who may 


unn en to come within their 
reach. The 


ties in New York, Brooklyn, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Boston, Cincinnati, Cleveland, and 
St. Louis, who were interested in gas con- 
tracts, and who fondly hoped that 
Judge Dreummonp would establish anew the 
doctrines laid down in the Dartmouth Col- 
lege case,—to wit, that a contract was a con- 
trict, by whomsoever made, and that when 
once made the public had no right to ques- 
tion it whatever, even if the public was 
swindled by its agemts out of all the prop- 
erty that it possessed. : 

Judge Drummoxp says, however, that 
members of a City Council in this country 
are nothing but trustees of the public, and that 
it cannot be that powers vested m them can 
be frittered away by contract or parceled out 
to individuals or corporations 80 as to place 
those powers beyond control, even to 
benefit individuals. Im other words, the 
public have rights as ‘Well as indi- 
viduals, and the rights of the public 
must be protected. One generation cannot 
be bound hand and foot and then 
over to the next~+-forif the power ds con- 
ceded that a City Council could in 1869 
make a contract to supply this city with gas 
at the rates ruling then, for the iod of 
ten years, then at the end of that their 
successors could make one for all To 
light the city with gas, and to provide for 
the payment of the same, is a legislative 
function which cannot be abrogated. Du- 
ton, in his work upon Municipal Cörpora- 
tions, says: Powers are conferred upon 
municipal corporations for publie purposes, 
end as their legislative powers cannot 
be delegated, so they cannot be batgain- 
ed or bartered away; such corporations may 
make authorized contracts, but they have no 
power as d party to make contracts or 
by-laws which shall cede away, control, or 
embarrass their legislative or governmental 
powers, or whith shall disable them from 
performing their public duties. The cases 
cited illustrate this salutary principle in a 
great variety of circumstances, and for the 
protection of the citizenSis of the first im- 
portance that it shall be maintained by the 
Courts in its full scope and vigor.” 

Chief-Justice MAnsnALXL, in the 
“No tion is 
more evident and certain than that @yunic 
ipal corporation cannot by contract, Ge by 
any other act, abrogate or abridge its on 
legislative or discretionary powers.” 

But this case has a still more important 
besring, and that is, that municipal corpo- 
rations cannot run indiscriminately into 


| debt, but must pay as they go. 


This lesson must be learned by all muuici- 
pal corporations, and the people must insist 
upon it to the very letter, Our own Su- 
preme Court have in several eases which 
have come before them endeavored to lay 
down this doctrine, and until it is firmly es- 
tablished there is no protection for the peo- 
ple or the public.

This is attributed in part to 
the increase of the ihseativorous birds, 
growing by what they feed on; in part to 
the enlarged and improved means for catch- 
ing and destroying the insects; and mainly 
to the heavy rains and storms, which have 
destroyed vast numbers of the locusts. Nev- 
ertheless, he is still of opinion that they will 
do considerable damage in some of the south- 
western counties of the State unless extraor- 
dinary m be taken by the inhabitants 
to Impede their advance. Indeed, Prof. 
Rur attributes much of the suffering of 
the last season or two to the neglect of the 
farmers to avail themselves of the devices 
that have been demonstrated to be success- 
ful in combating these great armies of de- 
vastation. 

Prof. Rrzzy insists; and we think rational- 
ly, that the most effective barrier that can be 
opposed to invading locusts is the ditch. 
Thus, if the "hoppers are coming from the 
west and south, a farm or a township should 
be ditched on those sides, These ditches, 
unless the visitation be exceptionally large, 
can be made a couple of feet wide and of 
about the same depth, with perpendicular 
sides. The grasshoppers begin their march 


before they are full-fledged, and, reaching 
other, or, rather, thousands upon thousands, 


and are unable to extricate themselves. 
There they die and rot. Prof. Rizey 
speaks of one case where an eighteen- 
inch ditch filled up in a_ single 
day, requiring immediately the digging 
of another ditch alongside, the earth taken 
from it probably serving to fill up the long 
grave of the myriads of locusts that had met 
their fate in the first ditch. The land m- 
closed by these ditches may be cleaned of 
the insects by scoops and nets, which are 
described in Mr. Rr report, and is kept 
free from, new invasions by the cordon of 
dit®hes on the* sides facing their approach. 
A little water or cryde kerosene sprinkled on 
the sides and the bottom of these ditches 
make them surer traps, but steep sides alone 
will serve to prevent the passage of 
the insects, as a rule. This proc- 
ess has been successful wherever it 
has been properly tried. One case is reported 
from Nebraska, where some 500 bushels of 
insects a day were captured and destroyed in 
a ditch about half a mile long. The method 
ig the least expensive, as well as the most 
efficient, that can be adopted. In any region 
threatened the farmers can oo operate and 
ditch large sections, or even whole town- 
ships, with plows and their own labor in a 
comparatively short time. Indeed, it would 
not be a Bad idea to pass a law, as Prof.

The Winning Horse, Little Fred, 
Leaves the Chicago Boys in 
the Lurch. 


California Reports the Fastest

Record. 


Races Yesterday at Detroit and

THE TURF. 
SECOND DAY'S RACE AT DEXTER PART. 

The principal feature of the sport at Dexter 
Park yesterday was the defeat of the Chicago 
horse Bodine in the trot for herses with po 
record better than 2:19. When it was an- 
nounced that Little Fred, Bodine, Little Gypsy, 
and Marion would start in this race, the public 
generally, and especially that portion of it which 
pretends to be “fly” on horse matters, be 
lheved that Bodine would have an easy victory. 
Tus Traisune did not share in this belief, and 
called attention to the fact that, although 
Bodine was going remarkably well, he had not 
been called upon to exhibit himself in a race 
since bis departure from California several 
weeks ago, while Little Fred had 
acquitted himself with great credit in 
the Michigan circuit, trotting a good 
second to Cozette at Grand Rapids im 2:21)4, 
and otherwise demontrating that he possessed 
all the speed that made him such a dangerous 
horse in the Eastern circuit last year. No later 
than yesterday morniug, this paper, in alluding 
to the prospective race, said that Fred was in 
tine form, and that in the opinion of experienced 
horsemen he was almost certain to defeat 
Bodine when they came tegetber; and the result 
of yesterday’s race proved that this belief was 
well founded. It has been an open secret for 
several days that the Little Fred party came 
here from Michigan for the express 
purpose of beating Bodine, but they 
were. not confident enough of the 
ability of their horse to do so, to bet much 
mone 1 the result. Budd Doble, the driver, 
and Mr. H. C. Goodrich, the owner of Bodine, 
felt great confidence in the ability of their 
horse to beat Fred, as he had shown them 
some fast private trials, and on Monday morn- 
ing was able to trot the Dexter Park track in 
2:20. On yesterday, however, he was found to 
be slightly lame, and, before 22 on the 
first heat, Doble openly declared that he did not 
like him, and the result of the race proved that 
his judgment was not at fault. Bodine was 
beaten simply because he could not trot within 
five seconds as fast as Little Fred, avd, should 
his present lamness continue, u ts highly 
probable that at the Springfield, M meeting 
next week, he will be defeated in the 2:19 race, 
in which he is entered. A large number of 
Chicagoans dropped their pile on him yes- 
terday, and those who were cunning enough to 
back Little Fred at the heavy odds against him 
which were offered at the pool-rooms Monday, 
and on the track before the first heat yesterday, 
realized a large profit on their mvestmeuts. 

The great event of the day was the trot for 


horses that have never beaten 2:18 In this 


race the entries were Bodine, Little Fred, Ma- 
rion, and Little Gypsy, and before the first heat 
it was dollars to cents, in the opinion of the bet- 
ting men, that Bodine would win in three 
straight heats, his very creditable perform- 
ances in the free-for-all through the LEast- 
ern circuit last year, and the fact that he had 
an easily acquired record of 2:195¢, being the 
basis on which they erected their prophecies of 
his easy victory. In the pool-selling before the 
first beat be brought $25 to $7 against the neld, 
and even at these long odds the backers of the 
Chicago horse could not get enough on to 
satisfy them. About 2:30 o’clock the horses 
came upon the track, and when Fred, who was 
the first to appear, came through thedrawgate 
with Morrtil His bie seated in the sulky, he re- 
ceived a round of applause. Bodine was hrought 
out in ashort time, driven by his rubber, and 
followed by Marion and Little Gypsy. After 
the usual preliminary jogging, Doble mounted 
the sulky, and sent the big horse down the 
backstretch at about a 90 clip, but even at this 
he seemed to be mixed in his gait, and hitch- 
ed very perceptibly. Little Fred, on the con- 
trary, was full of life and ambition, and with a 
loose check rein went a half-mile at a 2:20 clip. 

A good send-off for the first heat was effected 
at the first attempt, Little Fred having the 
pole, Little Gypsy second place, Bodine third, 
and Marion on the outside. Just before reach- 
ing the stand Bodine left his fect, but was 
quickly settled by Doble, who seems to have 
better success with him in this respect than 
Johnson. As they went away Fred was about a 
length in the lead, and was sent along at a fast 
clip,’ Bigoie evidently fearing that Bodine 
would capture the pole. At the first turn 
Littie Gypsy went into the air, and Dickson 
sent Marion to third place, Bodine having 
moved up on Little Fred’s wheel. At the quar- 
ter pole, which was reached in 364¢ seconde, Fred 
had the best of it by two lengths, Marion 
third, and Gypsy a bad fourth. Before the 
half-mile pole was reached Dobie sent Bodine 
for the lead, but after closing half the gap that 
separated him from the little horse, the bie son 
of Volunteer made a sprawling break that lost 
him several lengths. Doble finally settled him, 
and he was trotting fast around the lower turn, 
when he again left his feet. By the time he 
finished dancing, Fred had assumed a lead of 
ten lengths, and wes taking things easy. Down 
the homestretch the relative positions were un- 
changed, except that Bodine closed on Fred, by 
reason of Higine’s taking a pull on his horse. 
As thev neared the wire, and it became apparent 
that Fred was sure to win, the crowd broke 
out in cheers, Higbie's horse being 
8 the most * He was slowed 

most to a walk, and jogged out an easy win- 
ner in 2:24; Bodine second, Marion third, Little 
Gypsy fourth.

the ardor of Bodine’s backers, as the field with 
him in it sold for $35 to $20, Little Fred having 
been disposed of as first choice. 

As in the previous heat, a good send-off was 
effected at the first attempt for the second heat. 
As usual, Fred went very fast around the first 
turn, but this time the big horse was right with 
him, and they went together to the quarter-pole 
like a double team, in 3644 seconds. Down the 
backstretch Bodine still clung to Little Fred, 
but when nearing the half-mile pole, which was 
reached in 1:114¢, Doble’s horse made a 
break which sent him a length to the rear, 
although he was quickly settled. Both 
horses went very fast around the lower turn, 
but just as Bodine was nearing Fred be again 
broke, and went back. In the meantime Mari- 
on and Little Gypsy were having a hot time for 
third and fourth places, being about four 
lengths in the rear of the leaders. When 
near the distance-stand Doble called on 
Bodine for another effort, and the borse re- 
sponded gamely, but when he was lapped on 
Fred’s wheel left his feet again and was beaten 
but by two lengths in * Little Gypsy 
third, Marion fourth.

Not by the number, nor by the micht, of its 
learned and laborious men does it reign in the 
world of thought. To maintain the truth, to 
defend the ark of the testimony against 
all comers, to furnish a champion when- 
ever the armies of the Lord are defied, 
this, indeed, is the duty and the joy of the 
Presbyterian Church. But in the spirit of its 
doctrine and polity lies its conservative and 
——— power. The Spectaior, of London, 

as recently uttered these intelligent and dis- 
criminating words: Presbyterianism is a sys- 
tem which combines freedom and precision with 
a fare success, uniting a large measure of local 
liberty with a strict and authoritative super- 
vision of its exercise. No more admirabie 
method of rule was ever contrived. It is at 
once strong and free, energetic and popular, 
having force and vigilance enough to be prompt- 
ly directive, while it has likewise the recoinmen- 
datio n of 60 attracting the regards of those sub- 
— to it that each member of the body feels 

self wedded to and mingled with it, and all 
are bound up in a salutarv unity.“ 
REVIVALS OF RELIGION. 

The history of the Presbytcrian Church in the 
United States has been marked by steady, solid 
growth, drawing to itselt the elements of sta- 
bility, progress, and usefulness; having the 
energy of vital forces, the traditions of a godly 
and learned ancestry, and the impelling might 
of an intelligent apprehension of a Divine call 
to subdue the land and the whole earth for the 
crown of Him who bought it with His blood.

tisms of the Spirit in the early and latter rains:

this assembly of Presbyterians of all lands, is a 
year of the right hand of the Most High. 

CONCLUSION. 

We, the Presbyterian churches of the United 
States, are arranged in households, according to 
our several views of usefulness and duty, and 
as we have yd ge by the Providence and 
the Spirit of There is room enough for 
each and all to revolve and shine in our great 
and wide world of the West. as there is for the 
stars in their orbits.

Then will come 
other speeches, of which it is unsafe to make 
any predietions under the circumstances, and 
from the fact that who will make the speeches 
not been determined. This will be followed 
— a lead box in the corner-stone, the 
contents of which it is impossible to foretell. 
It will contain certainly the title page of Pelt- 
zer’s city map, and a scroll bearing the names 
of the Commissioners aud county contractors, 
and the photograph of Periolat. Walker has 
romised to contribute one of his universal 
notes, but this will scarcely add to the interest 
of the contents. A copy of the morning papers 
will also be given a place. The pext move 
will be the laying of the cap-stone, and this, as 
far as the public exercises are concerned, will 
close the demonstratf6n. The other exercises 
of the day remain to be told. 

The corner-stone is an unpretentious affair, 
being plain and of moderate dimensions. It is 
five by three feet in size, and the only way it 
can be distinguished from other stones is that it 
bears the inscription, “ A. D. 1877,” which faces 
on Randolph street. In its centre a hole thir- 
teen inches square and eleven inches deep 
has been chiseled, which is to 
contain the lead box. It had 
been hoped that the contents of the 
box would be valuable, but there are no indica- 
tions that such will be the case. The contents 
of the box from the old Court-House were at 
one time expected to form a part of the contents 
of the new, but the chances are against it, com- 
ing of the fact that the old box ana contents 
were stolen, and are nowin the jon of a 
brother-in-law of one of the Commissioners, 
which has deterred those fu charge of the exer- 
cises from seeking to recover them. Late 
in the afternoon yesterday, a pretended 
effort was made to arrest the brother-in- 
law in question on the charge of larceny, 
but up toalate hour no success had been re- 
ported. The box is valuabie, and the brother- 
in-law wants $200 for it. It is worth more 
money, however, and the probabilities are that 
he will be allowed to keep it. If he cannet 
otherwise dispose of it, there may be another 
corner-stone Jaying at no distant day to accom- 
modate him. e city may be prevailed upon to 


purchase it.
